El Paso, Tex., May 9.—At midnight 
it is apparent the crisis is near in 
^ toe Juarez battle, which has raged 
all day fiercely, with heavy losses 
both to the Mexican rebels and the 
federals. Those who have followed 
the situation closely say the* rebels 
have an advantage, and it is freely 
predicted* they will make their niP'i 
determined efforts before d a y lig h t'* 
take the city from the Diaz troops. 
^ 
Hundreds of Dead aud Wounded. 
It 'has been difficult to secure par­ 
ticulars from across the river, but it 
is -stated by those who have been 
nearer the fighting than the crowds 
on the American side of Mhe Rio 
Grande th at iuere are hundreds of 
dead and wounded soldiers in the 
* streets, 
trenches and 
buildings 
of 
Juarez, and that many more are dy­ 
ing because of being unable to re­ 


fute 
El 
Paso 
Execution. 
Doing 


slowly, owing to the stubborn con­ 
test put up by the federals. 
The use of the rebel artillery was 
limited 'by order of Madero, it was 
said, early in the day, to prevent the 
slaughter of his own men, wtho were 
scattered throughout many portions 
of the town, steadily working and 
advancing on the federals. Finally, 
the rebel artillery ceased action alto­ 
gether while that 
of 
the 
federals 
roared in almost continued defiance, 
carrying death and disaster to many 
in the rebel ranks. 
Rebels Use Dynamite. 
Along toward the middle of the 
afternoon, the rebels began the use 
of dynamite and 
other explosives, 
and soon there were 
fires 
raging 
that added to the horror and terror 
of the situation. The i*>stoffice and 
two other buildings were soon con­ 
sumed as there w re none to make 
any effort for the saving of prop­ 
erty. 
Thousands in El Paso watched the 
glare of the flames and the news 
quickly spread that Juarez was being 
sacked and with the torch the entire 
city would be quickly wiped out of 
existence. But the flames spread no 
forth*. r. 


In the streets and at other points 
were lying all day hundreds of dead 
and wounded, it is said, representing 
those who had fallen en both sid- s. 
The advancing rebels were too busy 
forcing the fighting to give them any 
attention and the federals too busy 
defending their weakening positions. 
Many died from t ie lack of attention 
and hundreds of others suffered all 
the pangs of a thousand deaths from 
the pitiless sun that scorched them 
and added to the flaming fever of 
their wounds and the thirst that al­ 
most consumed them. Efforts made in 
this city to do something for (foe 
relief of the sufferers on both sides 
of tire* battle were absortive until late
